The wavelength dispersion compensation module comprises a wavelength 
dispersion compensator for compensating the wavelength dispersion of an optical fiber transmission 
line at a predetermined wavelength, and a temperature regulator for setting a desired wavelength 
dispersion value of the wavelength dispersion compensator by regulating the temperature thereof
